THE ACCIDENT IN "PAT" REILLEY'S LIFE 

In January of 1929 the wife had a-thyroid operation and when she cane 
hone fro the hospital I played nurse throughout the rest of the night & 
until the nurse had her rest, a friénd sent up a radio salesuan and he 
had a Philco model 87, 8 tubes and he left it in the house for a tryout. 
Well he never took it out as it was soon mine. The gawe of DX was unknown 
to me those.days and did not know about verifying until heard WNRC in 
Greensboro, N.C. on the air for the Buffalo Evening News DX Club on Dec 
7 1929. They asked for cards or letters and I sent a card, the verie caiie 
back and that was uy introduction to DxXing and verifying calls heard. That 
was tly accident with DXing. ly ist Hegex was number 30 and I still. have it 
in wy posession and it seews that i've bought 111 copies since. (Hope liawa 
does'nt figure out the cost) Practically all of uy DXing has been efter 
2:30an. A very few veries are frou evening DX because of uy night work as 
wake up wan on our iorning newspaper here. You youn;er DXe ors (beg inners I 
mean) dont know what the pioneer DXers went through back 10 or 12 years 
ago, we did'nt have freq checks as we do today, now you can hear 3 or 400 
weak powered stations in a week. We chasca thew for years without catech- 
ing them. I chased KSEI for all these years until Jan 1941 when I veri- 
fied thea. Frou 1931 to 1935 only worked a couple days a week so could'nt 
verify all the foreigners heard but did'nt wiss wany UC & Canadians as the 
cost was'nt too high. In spring of 1935-bought a 11 tube Philco 16L. It 
was a superhet. hiy first Canadian was CKCK in Nov 1930. First Cuban was 
Ciix 250w in Nov 1930. Frrst iiex XED in Dec 1930, First S.A. YVIBC in Oct 
1932 and then HJN in Dec 193zZ and 12 others in later years. First fussie 
was 2BL in Nov 1935 and § others later. First Zedder was 1LYA in Nov 1935 
and 4 others later. Verified ZNS-HIX-6 in France-TGW and a pound of éof- 
fee-HHK all the Pureto Ricans-HOK~4 Hawaiians-92 Canadians-—44 Cubans and 
48 iiexicans. The Cubans and wexicans have been boycotted last 2 years* be- 
cause of no veries received frou thei, so now I very seldom write to a 
Spanish speaking station unless they tall in English once in a while.

As radio listeners we extend the hand of friendship to you and we voice

In view of the voluan of correspondance between listeners, stations and 
radio amateurs in the western Hemisphere it is believed that the inclus- 
ion on this message in such correspondence may afford a feastble and 
Simple method whereby we way all contribute our bit towards the further- 
ance of the cause of National Defense.
